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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to the Amendment 

The Amendment filed on 03/25/2009 in response to the previous Final Office Action 
(10/20/2004) is acknowledged, but has not been entered because the amendment raises new issues 
that would require further consideration and/or search. For example, Claim 1 has been amended to 
recite that the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 90 comprises an "A" at position 21 of SEQ 
NO: 90, and also, that the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 155 has an isoleucine at position 21 
of SEQ IDNO: 155. However, these limitations have never been previous searched with respect to 
the art or considered with respect to 112 1st and 2nd paragraphs. 

Claims 1, 4-8, 12-13, 37, 39-41 are currently pending. 

Claims 1C and 41(a)-(e) and (k)-(p) are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to 

non-elected inventions, (see below for an explanation) 

Claims 1 (a)-(b) and (d), 4-8, 12-13, 37, 39-41 (f)-(j) are under consideration. 

Rejections Maintained: 

Since Applicants arguments appear to be solely drawn to the non-entered amendment, such 
arguments have not been considered. As such, the following rejections are maintained: 

Claims 1, 4-8, 12-13 and 39-40 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Conclusion 

Claims 37 and 41 (f)-(j) appear to be free of the prior art and are in condition for allowance.
